English Church Disestablishment 
Not Without Hope of 
Realisation, 


* 


Less Opposition to the Proposal The Prince 
of Wales and His Irish Trip—Concessions 
te the Crofters—The German Military 
Bill—Amiel, the Alleged Conspirator—

Loro, May 22.—It may be taken as one of 
the signs of the times that less and less op- 
position is shown to the proposal to dises- 
tabiish the English Church. The recent vote 
in Parliament on the motion to disestablish 
the Oburch of Scotland, the growing strength 
from ye ar to year of the Liberation Soolety, 
which has this end as its object for the entire 
kingdom, the comparative indifference of the 
Tory press to the question, all tend to show 
that disestablishment is not without hope of 
realization. In fact it seems possible that 
some. day it may come as a wel- 
come relief from the grievance of 
the present system. One of the 
most glaring anomalies of the church en- 
dowment system is found in the payment of 
the clergy. Thia is areal grievance and one 
under which many a poor curate and his fam- 
fly are starving, while the horse-racing and 
hunting vicar, as likely as not, has his town 
house in addition to his suburban vicarage 
and enjoys the pieasure of the season, while 
the poor curate administers tothe needs and 
does the work ofthe parish. There are about 
80,000 clergymen of the Established Church in 
the kingdom, 14,000 of whom are curates cler - 
feals. Salaries range from £15,000, received 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury,down to £50, 
which represents the allowance of the humble 
curate. The system has other faults. It Is 
impossible to displace a vicar except for gross 
immorality or some crime, and the rope 
which is allowed a rector is of wonderful 
length. A curate, however, may be sent 
packing at any time, wife, children and all. 
He is treated as a sort of superior servant and 
is retained only during his rector’s pleasure 
unless he be licensed, in which case he can be 
dismissed at the end of a year’s engagement. 
When a Vicar wants a curate~he can obtain 
one on trial. The bishop of the diocese 
grants permission for a curate to try the 
place for tbree months, at the end of which 
time. if he and the vicar are agreed, 
the bishop will license him. Butif the curate 
has proved unpopular, or worse still, too 
popular, the vicar is at liberty to dis- 
miss him with less prospect than 
before of obtaining work. The Lib- 
eration Society points to the flourishing 
cohdition of the church in Ireland which has 
long been disestablished and disendowed, 
and demand that abuses in the Church of 
England be terminated in like manper, 
‘ STANLEY’S TARDINESS.

His 
fiance, Miss Tennant, was seated next to bim 
at the table, and the Chairman, in welcoming 
the explorer, took occasion to speak at great 
length of hiscoming marriage, much to the 
confusion ofthe lady, but apparently with no 


effect upon Mr. Stanley. :

The steamer Fremona, from Newcastle, 
which arrived yesterday, had a very startling 
experience with the ice about 150 miles on the 
other side of Cape Ray. The vessel was steam- 
ing slowly through a dense fog on Wednesday 
last, when sbe got right in the midst of a pack 
of ice, which was drifting southward with the 
Arctic current. After the steamer had been 
pounding about in the ice some hours, the 
fog lifted and showed the vessel to be in 
a dangerous position. All around her 
were heavy hummocke of ice ten 
feet deep in the water,and showing abouta foot 
above the surface. Gradually nearing the 
steamer and crushing the smaller pieces of ice 
in their way were a number of huge icebergs.

TO IDENTIFY HIM, 


Visitors From Denver, Colo., Trying to 
Make a Case of Highway Mobbery. 


Mr. H. N. Otis, Assistant Casbier of the 
Denver Bank, arrived inthe city this morn- 
ing, having come here from Denver for the 
purpose of identifying the prisoner, King, or 
Wells, who claims to be the man who robbed 
the Cashier of the bank of $21,000, 


in such a bold and sensational manner. The 
fellow had approached the cashier, Mr. 
Moffat, a day or two before and told him that 
there was a scheme on foot to rob the bank 
which he was willing to give away for a 
consiaeration. Mr. offat talked with 
him, but told bim to, come back in a 
day or two. The next morning be went into 
Mr. Moffat’s private office, and, drawing a 
revolver, said to him: 

„Mr. Moffat, Iam a desperate man. I must 
have money. Write a check for 321, 000 and 
take it over to the teller. Draw the 
money and come back here. I will go 
with you, and if you make the least 
resistance or cry for help I'll shoot you dead. 
In this other pocket I have a bottle of nitro- 
giycerine. I don’t care whether I live or die, 
and if there is any outcry I' blow the Whole 
bank sky-high.’’ 

The robber held the gun and looked as des- 
perate as be said he was. Mr. Moffat obeyed 
and the robber coolly walked out of the bank 
with the money. 

Nothing more was heard of him until 
the arrest of Manafield King, who 
told numerous stories of his 
alleged crimes. He first said that he 
killed a man in Ralls County, Mo., some years 
ago, that he had robbed his uncle, stolen 
horses and committed all sorts 
of crimes, and after awhile he 
made a supplementary confession and said he 
wus the man who robbed the Denver cashier. 
He described it, but told no details which he 
could not have obtained from the newspa- 
pers. He claims to have some of 
money hidden away—nearly all of 

fact, and intimates that it 
be surrendered. The authorities 
do not believe that he isthe robber, however.

The Declaration of the Episco- 
palian House of Bishops. 


A Platform on Which the Representatives 
of That Church Take Their Stand, and 
Invite Others to Join Them—Concessions 
Which Will Be Made in Details—How 
the Members ofthe Cenference View the 
‘Propositions for Christian Unity. 


The conference was opened this morning 
with prayer by Dr. Peterson of Virginia, and 
the members and audience sang ‘‘Rock of 
Ages. Bishop P. Halloway was called to 


the chair. ‘ 

The conference was furnished with a very 
interesting document this 4 & a copy of 
the communication from the Episcopal Con- 
vention, which has given rise to two separate 
debates in the conference, provokes a reply 
which will excite a debate in the Episcopal 
Convention and has brought out some very 
tartspeeches directed against the chureb 
from which the communication came. The 
communication, which isthe Deciaration of 
the House of Bishops of the Protestant Epis- 
copai Church, is as follows: 

hereas, inthe year 1853, in response to a 
memorial signed by many presbyters of this 
church, praying that pe might be taken to 
heal the unhappy divisions of Christendom 
and to more ſuliy develop the catholic idea of 
the Church of Christ, the bishops of this 
church, in council assembled, do ap- 
point a commission of bishops em- 

owerei to confer with the several 

shristiah bodies in our land who were desir- 
ous of promoting godly unien and concord 
among all who loved the Lord Jesus Christ in 
sincerity and truth; and, 

Whereas, This Commission, in conformity 
with the terms of its appointment, did formal- 
ly setforth and advocate sundry suggestions 
and recommendations intended to accomplish 
the great end in view; and 

Whereas, In the vear 1880 the bishops of the 
American Ohurch, assembled in council, 
moved by the appeals from Ohristians in for- 
eign countries who were struggling to free 
themselves from the usurpations of the bish- 
ops of Rome, set forth a declaration to the 
effect that in virtue of the solidarity ef the 
Catholic Episcopate in which we have part, it 
Was the right and duty ofthe Episcopates of 
all national churches, holding the primitive 
faith and order, and of the several bishops of 
the same, to protectin the holding of that 
faith and the recovering of that order those 
who have been wrongfully deprived of both, 
and this without demanding a rigid uniform- 
ity or the sacrifice of their national traditions 
of worship and discipline or of their rightful 
autonomy: 

And Whereas, Many of the faithful in Christ 
Jesus among us are praying with renewed and 
increasing earnestness thatsome measure may 
be adopted at this time for the reunion of the 
sundered parts of Christendom: 

Now, therefore, in pursnan@e of the action 
taken in 1853 for the healing of the divisions 
among Christians in our ow land, and in 1880 
for the protection and encouragement of those 
who had withdrawn fromthe Roman obedience, 
we. Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church inthe United States of America, in 
council assembled, as bishops in the Church of 
God. do hereby solemnly declare to all whom it 
may concern and especially to our fellowChris- 
tlans of the different communions in this land, 
who,in their several epheres, have contended 
lor the religion of Christ: 

Our earnest desire that the Saviour’s 
prayer, that we all may be one, may, in its 
deepest and truest sense, bespeedily fulfilled. 

2. That we believe thatall who have been 
duly baptized with water in the name ef the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost, are members of the Holy Catholic 
Church, 

8. That In all things of human ordering or 
human choice relating to modes of worship 
and discipline, or to traditional customs, this 
church is ready in the spirit of love and hu- 
wility to forego all preferences of her o n. 

4. That this church does not seek ab- 
gorb other communions, but rather, co- jer- 
ating with them on the basis ofa con'’mon 
faith and order, to discountenance schism, to 
heal the wounds of the body of Christ, and to 

romote the charity which ie the chief of 
Buristian graces and the visible manifestation 
of Christ to the world. 

But furthermore, We do hereby affirm that 
the Christian unity now so earnestly desired 
by the memorialists can be restored only by 
the return of all Christian Communions to the 
principles of unity exemplified by the undi- 
vided Catholic Church during the first ages of 

ite existence; which principles we believe to 
be the substantlal Deposit of Christian Faith 
and Order committed by Christ and His Apos- 
tles to the Church unto the end of the world, 
and therefore incapable of compromise or 
surrender by those who have been ordained 
to be its stewards and trustees for the common 
and equal benefit of all men. 

As inherent parts of this sacred deposit, aud, 
therefore, as essential to the restoration of 
unity among the divided branches of Christen- 
dow, we account the following, to-wit: 

1. The holy scriptures ef the old and new 
testament as the revealed word of God. 

2. The Nicene creed as the sufficient state- 
ment of the Christian faith. 

8. The two sacraments—baptism and the 
supper ofthe Lord, ministéred with unfall- 
ing use of Christ's words of inatitution, and 
of the elements ordained by Him; 

4. The Historic Episcopate locally adapted 
in the methods of its administration to the 
varying needs of the nations and peoples 
called of God Into the unity of His church; 

Furthermore, N grieved by the sad 
divisions which afflict the Obristian church in 
our own land, we hereby declare our desire 
and readiness, so soon as there shall be any 
authorized response to this declaration, to 
enter into brotherly conference with all or 
any Christian bodies ry 8 tpt the restoration 
of the organic unity of the church with a view 
to the earnest study of the conditions under 
which so priceless a biessing might happily be 
brought to pass. 

The consideration of the report of the 
Committee on Missions, which was before the 
conference when it adjourned yesterday, was 
resumed this morning. The p-rticular para- 
grapb was the one recommending the ap- 

olntment and employment of three secre- 

ries for’ missions. he church has fora 
long time had but one, and it was generally 
conceded that there must be one 
more, but the committee insisted 
that three were necessary to do the work and.

‘The Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 22.—The tariff 
Dill was put upon its final passage in the 
House yesterday, and was adopted by a vote 
of 164 to 142. Mr. Coleman of Louisiana was 


the only Republican who voted against the 
bili because of the sugar schedule. The four 
Republicans from Missouri voted for the bill, 
and seven ofthe Democrats voted against it. 
The other three did not vote at all. 

The bill as it passed the House is, aside from 
afew matters of minor importance, in exact 
aceordance with the recommendations made 
by the Ways and Means Committee. Itisa 
noticeable fact that with these unimportant 
exceptions not an amendment was adopted 
which was not advanced by the Ways and 
Means Committee or with its permission 
after the bill came into the House. There were 
many Republicans opposed to various provi- 
sions affecting the interests of their respective 
localities, but with the exception of Mr. Cole- 
man of Louisiana it appears that none of them 
deemed it advisable to vote against the bill 
on account of an objection to one or more of 
ite minor features. There is no doubt that the 
bill will be changed in several particulars 
after it gets to the Senate Committee. This 
much is already indicated by members of the 
Senate Committee on Finance. There is no 
doubt that the California, Kansas and 
Nebraska Senators will endeavor to have the 
sugar schedule changed tothe better advant- 
age of the sorghum and beet industries of | 
their respective States, as wellastothe ad- 
vantage of the sugar-cane. interests of 
Louisiana and _ the South. Some of 
the Western Senators will also favor ad- 
mitting lead ore free of gy but itis not 
probable thatachange will be madein this 
respect from the provisions of the bill as it 
passed the House. The Montana, Colorado 
and Nevada Senators are interested in retain- 
ing the duty, since fluxing ores can be mined 
in abundant quantities in their States, as well 
as in New Mexico and Idaho. 

The bill will be sent tothe Senate at once, 
and in the order of business will be referred 
to the Committee on Finance. 


Clayton-Breckinridge Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., May 22.—The Lacey 
sub-committee had its first session here yes- 
terday. It had not met since it adjourned in 
Little Rock until yesterday, when the Chair- 


man called a meeting to take the testimony of 
some men who could not be heard in Arkan- 
sas. The committee will, of course, report 
agaimst Mr. Breckinridge. Yesterday they 
examined aman named Robert Warren Tay- 
lor, aman whose character is such that he 
could notjlive in Morriliton and had to go to 
Purcell, I. T., where he is nowresiding. Taylor 
has roamed about the country from Oregon to 
the Indian Territory, and followed all trades 
from drug clerk to painter. He was one 
of the crowd that rode from Plummervilie 
to Morrillton the night the ballot-box 
was stolen, but he cannot tell who took it. 
Taylor admitted his complicity in all the al- 
leged Arkansas rascaiity and turned in- 
former. He said he rode with the others to 
Morrillton, intending to put down a reported 
uprising. O. P. Bentley and W. „ Wells 
went into the town while the others waited on 
the edge of it. Wells and Bently came back 
and said everything was quiet. Witness 
noticed that Bentley had a ballot box, and 
asked him what he was going to do with it, 
but he refused to answer. Taylor rehearsed 
all the known incidents of the Morrilton 
troubles and told the committee many of his 
suspicions. The Republican members of the 
committee say that he made a deep impres- 
sion. The Democrats laugh, but the commit- 
tee will report against Breckinridge. 


International Copyright Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 22.—The House 
Committee on Patents to-day decided by a 
vote of 6to2 to make a favorable report on 
the Simonds international copyright Dill. 
The bill contains a section providing for reci- 
N in the matter of copyright between 

he United States and foreign countries. 
This section is as follows; *‘That this act 
shail only apply toa citizen of foreign state or 
nation when such — 4 State or nation per- 
mits to citizens of the United States of Amer - 
ica the benefit of copyright on substantially 
the same basisas its own citizens; or when 
such foreign State or nation permits to citl- 
zens of the United States of America copy- 
right privileges substantially similar to those 

rov ited for in this act; or when such foreign 
ace or nation is a party to an international 
agreement which provides for reolprocity in 
the grant of co ight, by the terms of which 
agreement the Gaited States of America may 
at its pleasure become a party to such agree- 
ment.

The Union Loan & Trust Co. Soon to Com- 
mence Business.

Hitherto the 
different attempts at organization have falien 
through, but last month a few gentile- 
men met to consider the advisability 
of organizing such an institution, ana after 
making inquiries concluded that ample funds 
could be secured. On Tuesday evening a 
meeting was held atthe office of H. L. Mor- 
rill, and a preliminary organization was ef- 
fected. It was decided to capitalize 
the company at $1,000,000, but from present 
indications it is by no means impossible 
that this capitalization will be increased by 
50 per cent. The stockholders are prin- 
cipally to be found among cap- 
italists, and bank officials ate numerous 
among the directors, It ls understood 
however, thatagréatdeal of the stock for 
which bank officers have subscribed is really 
the property of others who have asked them 
to act for them.

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A REMARKABLE AD MISSION. 


In his last speech explaining his vote 
for the McKinley bill, Mr. NIEDRINGHAUS 
made this remarkable statement: 

Now, let me state that Iam not interested 
in this bill personally. I could to-day lock 
up my factory in the United States and go to 
Germany, where I could hire three men for 
one here, who would work 20 per cent more 
time; and I could there manufacture my 
goods, import and pay the duties imposed 
under the McKinley bill, and make 25 per cent 
more than I can make by manufacturing in 
the United States. 


He here makes two very important 
averments: That the McKinley bill 
favors the foreign manufacturer against 
the home manufacturer so far as Mr. 
NIEDRINGHAUS’ business is concerned, 
and that Germany’s elaborate system of 
protection does not prevent a German 
laborer from having to work three and 
three-fifths days for the wages a man 
gets in this country for one day’s 
work. If the latter averment is true, 
how can Mr. NIEDRINGHAUS pretend that 
protection makes the differencelin wages, 
and as a protectionist how can he justify 
his vote for the McKinley bill? He de- 
clares that it offers him a bribe of 25 per 
cent greater profits to close his St. Louis 
establishment and manufacture his goods 
in Germany for sale in this country. Is 
that protection to home manyfactures? 

We have no doubt that the bill does 
favor the foreign manufacturer tothe ex- 
tent of 25 per cent by“ Axing Mr. Nixp- 
RINGHAUS’ raw materisi. It is emphatical- 
ly a bill to favor a few trusts and to crip- 
ple the great bulk of American industries. 
Mr. WALKER, 2 Republican representing 
a manufacturing district of Massachu- 
setts, demared in the House that one 
feature “f the bill would within five years 
destroy the business of manufacturing 
firearms in this country. The Ways and 
Mrans Committee, he said, had reached a 
point where, instead of protecting Ameri- 
dan industries, it was striking them down. 
Is Mr. NIEDRINGHAUS consciously helping 
to do that very thing?

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MAKING PROHIBITION NATIONAL. 

BOUTELLE of Maine, WILSON of Iowa and 
others representing prohibition States 
in Washington City, are making much 
outcry as extreme State rights men who 
hold that the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court will destroy the police power 
of the States over the liquor traflic within 
their borders, unless Congress protects 
and preserves that power by amending 
the interstate commerce law with a pro- 
viso that “nothing in this act shall be 
*‘construed to authorize the sale of intox- 
*ficating liquors in any State contrary to 
‘‘the laws thereof.” 

It is not true that the right of the im- 
porter to make sale of liquors in original 
packages interferes at all with the power 
of the State to regulate by license, or to 
prohibit, subsequent sales of the liquors to 
consumers. The prohibitory laws of lowa 
in deference to former Supreme Court de- 
cisions, expressly recognize the richt of 
importers to make such sale in original 
packages of liquors imported from foreign 
countries, but forbid a similar sale by 
importers of liquors from other States of 
the Union. The Supreme Court decision 
only puts importations from other States 
of the Union on the same footing as im- 
portations from foreign countries. The 
Attorney-General of Kansas, in a letter 
of instruction do his subordinates, says of 
the decision: 

Itnullifies our prohibitory law only as to 
the making of the one sale by the importer, 


and in making this sale in the exact form in 
which it was imported. 


The tenacity with which our people of 
all sections cling to State rights was in- 
voked in vain by the pro-slavery fanatics 
who taught that State rights could be 
preserved only by making slavery 
national. If prohibition is to be made 
national, itshould not be done under the 


‘delusion that the preservation of State 


rights is incompatible with the preserva- 
tion of free commerce between the States

State Contrel Over Interstate Commerce. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

The fear has been expressed in Chicago that 
if Congress should permit States to apply to 
imports any regulations which they make for 
domestic products of the same class they 
would quickly find a way to destroy freedom 
of interstate commerce, and States like Indi- 
ana and Minnesota would promptly bar out 
dressed beef or other products from this 
city. They would require inspection such 
as could be made easily by local butchers 
but which would exclude meat products from 
other States. In respect to other articles 
they could adopt nominal laws of prohibition 
arranged so as to remain a dead letter on the 
statute books, Foreign products could thus 
be excluded and home monopolies built up 
under the shelter of dishonest prohibitory 
laws. In view of the singularly dishonorable 
anti-dressed beef legislation attempted re- 
cently it can hardly be doubted that some of 
the States would be quite willing to resort to 
such trickery.

Mrs, Belle Robert of St. Louis led the devo- 
tional exercises with which thethird day’s 
session of the eighth annual convention of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union of 
Missouri was opened at the Pickwick Theater 
at9o’clock this morning. After the reading 
of the minutes, which followed, had been 
concluded the report of the Committee on 
Credentials was called for, The committee 
stated that they were not ready to report and 
they were granted further time. 

Then the reading ofthe reportsof the u- 
perintendents of the varions departments of 
the union wastaken up. The reports were 
as follows: Work for Soldiers, Mre. 8. Allen, 
Kansas City; Sabbath Observance, Mrs. K. L. 
Shaw, Cameron; State and County Fairs, Mrs. 
F. Dungan, Oregon; Press Work, Mrs. M. 
Hughes, Richmond; Health and Heredity, 
Mrs. K. F. Newton, Bolivar; Union Signal, 
Mrs, I. F. Burr, Princeton ; Labor Department, 
Mrs. A. 8. Cairns, Kirkwood; Colored People, 
Mrs. 8. Smitb, St. Louis. 

A few of these reports were read by the 
secretary of the convention, the ladies mak- 
ing them not being present. Oneof the most 
interesting of the reports was not down on 
the programme. It was on juvenile work and 
was prepared and read by Mrs. Shields of 
Independence, Mo. she stated that 
4 number of boys had been 
enrolled in the Loyal Temperance 


Legion and that much good work for the tem- 
perance cause had been done in Sunday- 
schools. Mrs. Hughes’ report on press work 
was also very interesting. After paying the 
Press a high compliment she said that she had 
found her dgpartment badly disorganized 
when she took hold of it. She had been en- 
deavoring to get the department prop- 
erly organized and in good working 
shape and she now had sixty-five local press- 
workers in one State. She had been making 
Inquiries concerning the tones of the various 
Missouri publications in reference to pronibi- 
tlon and the union. There were more than 
seven hundred publications in the State out- 
side of St. Louis. She had received reports on 
100 of these. Of the number fifteen favored 
rohibition, and twenty-eight whiie not 
avorable to the W. OC. T. U. cause, neverthe- 
less published W. C. T. U. and temperance 
news, Most of the publishers in Missouri 
favored the saloons secretiy if not open- 
7 Very few, however, openly advocated 
the saloon and liquor cause. The daily press 
of the State, almost without exception, was 
opposed to probibition, Mrs. Hughes criti- 
cised the press, but said tifat she dia not 
want to antagonize them but desired the as- 
sistance of the press and hoped to win the 
papers over. he newspaper unions re- 
ported that more inquiries were received for 
temperance news than formerly, which was 
an indication that the cause was advancing. 

Mrs. O’Brien and Mrs. Smith, two of the 
erusaders of Lathrop whose trials are pend- 
ing there, were present with their husbands 
in the nall, and were introduced to the con- 
vention, They were greeted with cheers, but 
did no ee Despite the manner in 
which they wrecked saloons at Lathrop, they 
were too timid to address the convention.

has under our free system. For the licensing 
of a lottery for any giyen period necessarily 
means the surrender, by the government 
which gives the license, of the freedom and 
liberty of its people to the corporation 
licensed. Attention has been previously 
dalled tothe fact that the Supreme Court of 
the United States has directly held that there 
can be no contract to carry on a lottery; that, 
although a State government may appar- 
ently contract to authorize a lottery for a 
given period, there is no contract 
whatever, because there can be no contract to 
do a wrong or commitcrime. The so-called 
contract is revocable at the will of the creutor. 
This being the case, the corporation is driven 
to the constant necessity of maintaining its 
rights. In order to maintain its rights it is 
forced to the necessity of controlling the 
Government in its exeoutive, its legisiative 
gnd judicial departments. It becomes neces- 
sary, therefore, that it should be the lord and 
master of public affairs, becauseif itis not 
the license which it holds can be revoked. 

In consequence of this fact, the corporation 
is compelied to enter into every public con- 
test. aving acquired a domipancy in public 
affairs, by the vastness of its contributions 
and the wealth which it aggregates, the pub- 
lic service instead of becoming a service of 
the people becomes the service of the corpo- 
ration. Merit disappears; devotion to the 

ublic weal, and to the public weal alone, 

urnishes no avenue to public preferment. 


The youth growing up; the young man seek 


ing to enter vubiic affairs necessarily turns 
his mind to the dispenser of public power, 
instead of endeavoring to so direct his steps 

as to gain a foothold in the hearts of his 

people by fidelity to duty and by worth. The 
necessity of the corporation to control public 
affairs necessarily begets the use of 
money, and thus corruption becomes the 
order of the day.

sult of the trial, for even people that were not 
directly {‘leaners’’ themselves had astrong 
sympatii for them. But what a roar of in- 
dignation went up when it became known 
that the railroad company was determined to 
take an appeal toa highercourt. The appeal 
was taken, and as it was of so much interest 
it was not suffered to gather dust on the 
docket, but was taken up at once. Old Judge 
Bligit drew up the opinion. After flirting 
with a few, well-chosen legal phrases the 
Judge delivered the following: 

No corporation must presume to interfere 
with the time-honored customs of the people. 
A man has as much right to lean as he has to 
sit, but what would be thought of a man that 
should snatch a bench out from under you 
while you were sitting? Suppose you were 
sitting in a pubile hall, owned by a corpora- 
tion, and the hirelings of the company should 
come in by steaith and snatcn the seats from 
under you? Would “eee not think that you 
had an action atiaw? But suppose the corpo- 

warned you that they 
take the seats out 
at a certain time, 
and you heeded not the warning? Would 
you still have an action at law? Assuredly 
not. 
Now as tothe plaintiff in this case. He 
was, as all the evidence shows, accustomed 
to lean against the northeast corner of the 
station-house. One day the house was sud- 
denly moved, and he, having nothing to lean 
againet, very naturally fell to the ground. 
He had not been warned; his attention had 
not been called to the fact that the house 
was about to be removed. How was he 
to kno? Are the people expected to 
anticipate all the movements of the railway 
companies? This court cheerfully sustains 
the decision ofthe court below and would 
add the following advice to the railroad com- 
panies: Hereafter, when you intend to move 
one of your station houses, tack up a notifi- 
cation onthe neighboring trees and fences,

A SUBMARINE TERROR, 


Recent Performances of the Little French 
Gunboat Gymnote, 


Naval experts inthe United Slates have be- 
come greatly interested in the performances 
of the French submarine gunboat Gymnote, 
whose recent maneuvers before President 
Carnot exceeded all its previous efforts, and 
excited the interest of the entire maritime 
world. 

Tne Gymnote, In the autum of 1888, un der- 


went trials at Toulon which were successful 
enougb from a nautical point of view, but it 
was then proved thatin orderto avoid waste 
of electricity the accumulator cases required 
modification.® It took some months to perfect 
them, and in the meantime the public lost in- 
terest in the boat. But on her appearance be- 
fore the chef de |’ Etat it was demonstrated to 
everybody’s satisfaction that the ilttle terror 
was perfect in ali her parts. After an hour’s 
trial she returned to her dock, and the air in 
the interior was as pure as at her departure. 
Moreover, there was still electricity enough in 
the accumulators to last for hours. 

The Gymnote is about fifty-two feet long 
and just high enough to stand up in. Its mo- 
tive power is an electric engine of fifty-five 
horse power, worked by accumulators. The 
moter puts the screw in motion. The down- 
ward motion is effected by horizontal rudders, 
A correspondent of the Temps thus describes 
the subsequent process: 

The vessel, bent down in front,decending 
slowly. Soon nothing could be seen but a 
portion of the screw above water. Then all 
disappeared. It had been arranged before- 
hand that the boat should stop at about 2 me- 
ters 50 centimeters below the surface of the 
water. It was found easy to remain there, 
with variations of about 20 centimeters. As 
regards direction, the gyroscope gaye it with 
mathematical precision. The length of the 
coursewas estimated by the numberof turns of 


the screw, and in this way it was known when 


the limit of the deep water was reached. 
Tue Gymnote next returned to the surface, 
passed round a mark, and took aplunge in the 
opposite direction. At 3:80 the Maritime Pre- 
fect came to be present at the trial. The Gym- 
note awaited him on the surface of the water. 
As soop as she sawthe Admirai’s steam launch 
abe plunged again under water and took three 
runs, prolonging ber course as far as the depth 
of water inthe roads would permit. She re- 
mained more than. ten minutes under water. 
The Gymnote does not leave on the surface 
any trace of her passage, and is quite invisi- 
ble when painted gray. On this occasion a 
coating of white paint had been given her so 
as to permit of her course being seen under 
the water. „A little after 40’clock the 
Gymnote returned to the Vauban Dock.

LOWER CALIFORNIA ANNEXATION, 


Views of Californians on the Effect of the 
Alleged Filibusteriag Scheme, 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 22.—The Chronicle 
special from Los Angeles gives a number of 
interviews with prominent citizens on the 
alleged filibustering scheme which is repre- 
sented to have the annexation of Lower Cali- 
fornia to the United States as its object. 
Mr. C. A. Deloy, a resident of Ensenada, said: 
The expose will create intense excitement 
on the Peninsula, and, in my opinion, will re- 


sult in President Diaz demanding an explana- 
tion from the State Department and probably 
a demand from the Mexican Government that 
the conspirators be punished.“ 

Mr. Deloy thought the exposure would re- 
sult in serious damage to the interests of 
Americans on the Peninsula, but that the 
= sufferers would be the English stock- 

olders in the Mexican Land & Colonization 
Co., as they were likely to lose by forfeiture 
the large concessions granted by the Mexican 
Government. It was possible, too, that the 
company’s property at Ensenada, Alamo and 
other places would be confiscated. It is Mr. 
Deloy’s opinion that, as soon as the news 
reaches Ensenada the 8 officers there 
will be arrested. Mr. A. K. Coney, speaking 
on the same subject, said: There is no fear 
of the filibusters attaining their object, either 
by peaceful or warlike means. I do not be- 
lieve that the cordial feelings existing between 
the United States and Mexico, promoted 
largely through efforts and by the wisdom of 
President Diaz, can in any way be interfered 
with through the efforts of half a dozen ad- 
venturers whose sole object is to make money 
while their dupes suffer.’’

THE SCHOOL BOARD ROW. 


A Writ Against Mr. Koenig te Be Applied 
for At Once. 


The Aulerites were obtaining legal advice 
to-day as to what course they should take in 
regard to the recent action of their opponents 
in the School Board, in re-seating Mr. Miller 
and Mr. O'Connell, as President and Vice- 


President respectively, and appointing Mr. 
Koenig totake the place of Mr. Rogers asa 
member at jarge. Messrs. Estes; & Clark 
will most probably be emnloyed to bring 
whatever proceedings are determined on. 

Director Macklin when seen and asked what 
course his colleagues would pursue said that 
their whole programme of action had not yet 
been decided on, bat it was certain that a quo 
warranto against Mr. Koenig would be ap- 

lied for at once in the Supreme Court. Mr. 

facklin sald that he and all the Aulerites had 
no fear that they would not be able to get Mr. 
Koenig out at once. 

„Mr. Koenig’s appointment, he said, ‘‘is 
indefensibie. In the first place. I do not 
think the board has the power to fill Mr. 
Rogers’ place by appointment, because the 
rule says that a vacancy at large shall only be 
filied inthat way when the member is ex- 
pelled. In the charter of the board it is shown 
clearly what expulsion means. It means 
the putting out for malfeasance of a member 
who has been duly elected and qualified. Mr. 
Rogers, according to the judgment of the 
Court of Spon. not being qualified, it did 
not rest within the power of the board to ex- 
pelhim. But even ah meg | that the board 
had the power to appoint, they could not do 
so without a quorum of the members 
elected, which would be eleven. 
Granting further that they could ap- 
point by a majority of the present members 
and they were still at fault because Mr. Boll- 
man wasamember until his resignation was 
accepted by a quorum, and Mr. Rogers is still 
a member under the Supreme Court’s writ of 
prohibition.’’ 

But it a sald that you can’t prohibit some- 
thing that is aiready done and that the writ 
iasued by the court is simply a call to show 
cause. 

It lo nothing of the kind. If aliithe Supreme 
Court meant to do was to have the Court of 
Appeals make answer as to why they had 
ousted Mr. Rogers they would have simply 
issued awrit of certiorari. But when they 
issued a writ ef prohibition it meant that 
judgment inthe case was to be suspended 
until they had considered it.

ASSEMBLYMAN TRIER’S PRANK, 


He Runs Away With the Newark Elevated 
Railroad Biil, 


By Telegraph to the PFosr-Disearen. 

TRENTON, N. J., May 22.—Assemblyman 
Reuben Trier of Newark is more talked about 
than anyone else in the State. He has played 
a prank in the Legislature which has led to 
confusion and commotion, and created a 
general sensation. On Monday night he ran 
away with the engrossed copy of the Newark 
elevated railroad bill, Since then he has not 
been seen here, and neither has he sent the 


bill to the House. The House ordered him, 
as Chairman of the Committee on Munici- 
Corporationa, to report the bill. 
As soon as the order was _ issued 
Trier left the chamber, saying he 
was going to see the Governor on some busi- 
ness, but instead of doing that he took the 
first train for his home in Newark. The 
House has been in atumult over his disap- 
pearance ever aince. Resolution alter reso- 
lution was offered declaring him in contempt 
and directing the Sergeant-at-Arms to go in 
search of and take him in custody and bring 
him before the bar of the House. After a 
heated discuseion each resolution was with- 
drawn, because ithad been expected that 
Trier might turn up at any moment. But the 
patience of the House was exhausted Tues- 
day, when a resolution was adopted 
in real ernest directing the Sergeant- 
at-Arms to take the recaicitrant member 
dead or alive when he discovered his where- 
abouts. That official began his search early 
in the afternoon, but at a late hour he had not 
reported progress. The discussion over the 
matterinthe afternoon was spirited. Mr. 
Klotz insisted that Trier had committed a 
serious offense against the dignity of the 
House and he should be severely punished. 
Mr. Aldrich defended Trier and deprecated 
such hasty proceedings. Trier was an 
and would appear in 
Speaker pro tem. 
wrathy. He con- 
demned Trier’s conduct in scathing language 
and advised the House not to adjourn sine die 
until the bill had been produced. Each mem- 
ber Of the committee present was then asked 
if he know anything about the bill, when each 
replied that he did not. Some one said that 
Mr. Fagan of Hoboken bad it, but he made a 
denial. 
TRIER’S WHEREABOUTS. 

It Is reported that Trier bas gone South on a 
business trip. The bill provides that any as- 
sociation of capitalists may, with the consent 
at the Newark Aldermen, construct an 
elevated railroad from the Market Street 
Depot in Newark to the city of 
Orange. The present law confers such 
authority upon street rallroad companies. 
Col. Livingston Price, chairman of the Essex 
County Democratic Committee, is the pr inci- 
pal supportegot the bill.

Secretary Blaine did not advocate an ac- 
ceptance of the:proposal and thought it prob- 
abie that further negotiations would abate the 
Canadian contentions and improve the posi- 
tion ofthe United States. The British pro- 
posal, being without support from either of 
the two departments immediately concerned 
with it, necessarily met with rejection, a 
like fate with that which overtook the pre- 
ceding American proposal in the conneil of 
the Government of Canada. It is understood 
that in neither case was an acceptance of the 
proposal anticipated by the party submitting 
it, but that the only result expected from the 
exchange of proposals was the bringing of the. 
parties a little nearer together by the elimina- 
tion of some ofthe points of difference. To 
some extent, according to information, this 
expectation has been realized, so that the 
negotiations are really ina better state not- 
withstanding the rejection ofthe counter pro- 
posais, than at the beginning. 

It le stated that the next step in the negotia- 
tions will be the discussion and settlement of 
the details connected with the action of a 
joint commission of experts to 1 and 
submit to the two governments a full project 
asthe basis of atreaty by which the whole 
question can be permanently settled. It is 
possible that the Government of Russia may 
be directly represented in this commission of 
experts, but that isa matter which has not 
received any consideration and is altogether 
likely to be governed by the wishes of tha 
Government at the proper time.

The Board of Arbitration will bave a big job 
on its hands when next it comes together.

A sbort time ago the Athletics signed 
onroy, who had played with the professionals 
against the Brotherhood clubs, and on Sun- 
day last the Washington Club, of the Atlantic 
Association, played an exhibition game with 
the professionals at Gloucester. nder the 
rules of the national agreement both the 
Athietic and Washington Clubs have made 
themselves liable toexpuision by their action. 
By playing against ineligible players the 
Piiladelphia professionals came under ‘the 
ban, and they themselves became ineligible. 
Therefore the Athletics have transsressed the 
rules by playing Conroy on their team and the 
Washingtons by playing a game with the pro- 
fessionals, Mason’s expianation that the 
Brotherhood players have neither been sus- 
pended nor expelied is of no value, because 
the players need not be expelled or sus- 
pended to become ineligible. The mere 
fact that they have failed to live up to thelr 
contracts with the National League ciubs 
render them Ineligibie. It isnot likely that 
the Athletics and Washingtons have willfully 
flown ln the face of the national agreement. 
They probably misconstrued the meanin 
ofthe rules, the same as Mason did, an 
when they are convinced of their error will 
no doubt make amends. Should the full 
penalty be inflicted forthese infractions the 
result would be very far reaching It would 
mean either disruption of the national agree- 
ment or the practical annihilation of both the 
American and Atlantic Associations.

These facts are being 
vory generally used — arguments 
in favor of admitting the territory as a State, 
but the fact that we are now doing so well ana 
attracting so much and such desirable immi- 
gration is a strong reason in the minds of 
many of the most substantial citizens of the 
territory for matters remaining as they are. 
DO NOT DESIRE STATEHOOD. 

„do not believe that an instance could be 
cited in the history of our country in which 
the inhabitants of a territory were the princi- 
pal opponents to its admission as a State, but 
A 
great many of our most substantial and infiu- 
ential citizens, especially those holding land 


and those interested in cattle or sheep, are of 
the opinion thatthe admission of New Mexico 
as a State would be the greatest disaster that 
could befall it. I know that many of the deni- 
zens Of the cities and large towns, such as 
Santa Fe, Las Vegas and Albuquerque, do not 
take this view. but I think that it is because 
they do not understand the situation in the 
less thickly populated districts. Ihave been 
a resident of New Mexico for twenty-two 

ears, and know every nook and corner of it. 

ore than that; I have been brought in con- 
tact with the native Mexicans, and think that 
lunderstand thelr feeings as well as most 
I bave compared notes with old 
settiers, and find that almost without excep- 
tion they agree that to admit the Territory as 
a State would be well nigh fatal to its inter- 
ests. Itis an unfortunate but also an unques- 
tionable fact that nine-tenths of the natives, 
who make a majority of the population, are 
bitterly hostile to all Americans and every- 
thing American. People who live in the cities 
do not realize this, as the urban 
pepulation, which makes its living out of 
Americans in one way or another, is 
of quite a different type from 
the mass of the Mexicans who 
live inthe country andthe small villages. 
We havehad possession ofthe territory for 
over forty years, but during that time have 
not succeed in appreciably influencing the 
Mexicansto adopt American methods or 
modes of thought. 

WE HAVE SUCCEEDED 
in arousing their bitter hostility through acts 
of injustice, anda general high-handed and 
contemptuous bearing. No old New Mexican 
willdenythatthe natives have very often 
been treated as if they had no rights at all, 
that their property bas been taken away 
from them, and that they have 
had small chance of obtaining justice where 
their rights conflicted with American inter- 
ests. atters are far better now than they 
were ten years aco, but all the old bitterness 
remains. The way in which the Mexican 
sheepmen have been driven from their ranges 
by the cattlemen is in itself enough to warrant 
much of the III-feellng that prevails. These 
matters could, however, be trusted to correct 
themselves were it not for the fact that there 
seems to be noway forthe Americans and 
Mexicans to come together and estabiish bet- 
ter relations. Notten Mexicans in a hundred 
know more thanafew sentences of English, 
and this applies not only to the more ignorant 
class, but also to those who are considered 
fairly educated from a Mexican standpoint. 
As proof ofthis the fact may be cited that 
legal advertisements have to be published in 
Spanish as well as in Engiish. When it is 
considered that a native New Mexican 
who can read is regarded as a highly 
educated man and that few of thisclass have 
any adequate knowledge of English the state 
ofaffairs among the peasantry can be im- 
agined. As a matter of fact, the New 
Mexican cannot be said to have ad- 
vanced a foot since the conquest 
of the country, and is as foreign to us in feel- 
ing and sentiment as he was forty years ago. 
The instances of a few intelligent and wealthy 
families, such as the Armajos and Oteros, and 
the large traders in the principal towns does 
prove anything. 
DANGERS OF A CHANGE. 

„At present we have an 
Governor, and what is 
important, American judges and ‘court 
officials. The laws are administered 
fairly and in accordance with the principles 
that prevai throughout the country. The old 
reproach of injustice to the Mexicans was long 
ago removed. Let the territory become a 
State and all this will be changed. ‘The Mexi- 
cans will elect thelr own judges and summon 
tbeir own juries. No one acquainted with the 
country can doubt what the result will be. 
The land titles of the territory are in a chaotic 
cont ition at dest, but left in 
the hands of Mexican judges would be 
universally decided against the Americans. 
Juries who could not understand English 
would be commoh and it weuld not be at all 
unlikely that judges might be elected who 
would haye but asmattering of that language. 
The result would be that Americans would 
not care to settle in a State so governed, many 
now there would leave and a wonderfully rich 
district would be given up to the most unpro- 
gressive element to be found upon the conti- 
nent. If New Mexico is kept in the 
territorial condition for a few years longer 
immigration whl give the Americans the 
upper hand, but if admitted at once there is 
little hope of this. The feeling among Ameri- 
cans throughout the Territory is strongly 
against admission. A few politicians, who 
look for preferment, desire Statehood, but the 
mass of business men are against it. It is the 
only thing that can check the growth of the 
Territory, but would do so most effectually.’’

THE SUPREME COURT AMENDMENT. 

The public seems to have overlooked the 
fact thatan amendment to the constitation 
wil be voted upon at the fall election. The 
amendment provides for adding two mem- 
bers to the Supreme Court and dividing the 
court for the trial of criminal and civil cases. 
It is understood that the members of the court 
think it would be policy to adopt the amend- 
ment. The court is far behind with the 
docket, although gaining a little since the 
establishment of the Kansas Olty 
Court of Appeals. At the present rate 
it will take nineteen years to clear 
the docket, granting that the number of ap- 
peals continue the same. This has been a bad 
year for the court. Chlet Justice Ray was 
dangerously ill for a long time, and only quite 
recently has he appeared to enjoy his usual 
health. Judge Barclay and also his wife have 
not enjoyed good health—indeed Mrs. Bar- 
clay’s iliness bas been prolonged and quite 
serious. Judges Black, Sherwood and Brace 
have kept pounding away at the usual rate. 
Judge Black turns out more work than any 
man that was ever on the bench, 
He has an iron constitution and b 
bard work has won his way to distinction. 
Judge Sherwood is alsoa hard worker, but 
he needs rest. He has worked steadily for 
eighteen years and, as everybody knows, he 
ranks among the ablest judges. Judge Brace 
has also turned out to be a good worker. But 
the illness of Judges Ray and Barclay has 
made quite a difference in the amount of work 
disposed of. Two additional members of the 
court who could turn out work like Judge 
Black would soon bring the docket down. In 
connection with the court a rumor comes all 
the way from St. Louis that Judge Barclay 
contemplates resigning on account of his own 
and his wife’s health, should there be no 
change for the better.

Bleody Tragedy Enacted in a Theological 
Seminary at Tokio, Japan—A Desperate 
Bight With swords men in a Narrow 
Passage—Noble Conduct of Mrs. Large— 
The Terrible Japanese Sword.

< no serious attack made upon 

Europeans in the Empire o 
Japan,’’ sald James M. Dixon, 
professor of literature in the 
Imperial University of Tokio, 
who is stopping at the Laciede, 
and our people have deen in 
the habit of thinking that they 
were exempt from violence at 
the hands of the natives. This 
belief was proved to be false 
by a terribie murder com- 
mitted on the night of April 4, 
which resulted in Rev. T. A. 
Large being hacked to pieces 
with Japanese swords, and 
in his wife receiving several 


severe wounds. 
THE MURDER WAS 80 CHARACTERISTIO 
ofacertain ciass of Japanese robbers, and 
the courage exhibited by Mr. Large and se 
wife was 80 remarkable that the detalls of the 
tragedy may prove interesting, even 30 far 
from its scene as St. Louls. Mr. ge was) 
sent to Japan by the Methodist Mission of 
Canada, and was appointed Assistant 
Instructor of Divinity in a large school 


at Tokio, his wife being the priacipal 
of the girle* school which forms a part of the 
same institution. The duesof the scholars 
had been paid, and there was quitea large 
sum of money in the house. Afew minutes 
after II o’clock the watchman was awakened 
by two men, masked and dressed in Japanese 
costume, who bound him hand and foot, de- 
manded to know where the keys ofthe safe 
were kept and on being informed that Mr. 
Large bad them in charge, went to his room. 
The noise they made wakened Mrs. Large, 
who saw that the men carried in their 
hands what she supposed were sharpened 
bamboos, but which, asthe event proved, 
were keen sabers, of the model for which 
Japan le famous. She spoke to them, asking 
what they wanted, which awakened her hus- 
band and withouta moment’s hesitation he 
sprang up and advanced against the robbers. 
A MISSION ARTS RECKLES# COURAGE. 
„Then followed a most remarkable exhibi- 
The Japanese struck at Mr. 
Large with their swords, but probably did not 
succeed in wounding him severely, as there 
were no marks of blood on the 
floor. The robbers retreated, but al- 
though —— unarmed the missionary 
followed them into a corridor not more than 
two anda halt feet in width, and grappled 
with one of them. An extraordinary conflict 
then ensued. The hall was very dimly lighted, 
and was so narrow that it would seem impos- 
sible that long two-handed biades could be 
wielded with effect. But the men were evi- 
dently most accomplished swordsmen, as in a 
few secouds they had inflicted eleven wounds 
of aghastiy nature on their assailant, the 
majority of which were mortal. The 
Japanese saber is one ‘of the most 
deadly hand-to-hand weapons known. 
It is keen asa razor, the blade is triangler, 
and jt can be used either to cut or to thrust. 
As soon asthe men began te strike at her 
husband, Mrs. Large rushed to his aid. She 
received a slash that laid open she entire 
right side of her face, but undeterred by this, 
rusbed in and caught one of the blades in her 
hand, the result being that her fingers were 
nearly cut off. Instead of profiting by the di- 
version to withdraw, Mr. Large pressed on, and 
grappled, but In few moments fell dead to the 
ground, his life blood pouring from very 
nearly a dozen wounds. the murderers 
rushed through the house flourishing their 
bloody swords and made their escape. A 
more daring deed than for an unarmed man 
and a weak woman to pursue two Japanese 
swordsmen in the manner in which Mr. Large 
and his wife did it would be bard to imagine. 
THE TERRIBLE CHARACTER 
of the Japanese sword when skilifully wielded 
was proved by the condition of Mr. Large’s 
body. One blow penetrated the skull. 
Another cut through several 
and. exposed the lungs. 
right shoulder was cut nearly through. A 
sword-cut laid open the back to the bone and 
the left arm was nearly slashed off. When it 
is considered that these wounds were la- 
flicted in the dark, and in a passage so nar- 
row as to greatly hamper movement, the 
formidable nature ot the weapons and the 
skill of those who wielded them could be 
appreciated.’’
